3. Claims 1,2,4, and 6-14 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, Yoshioka (US 6,330,699 B1) discloses a transmission-reception apparatus for 
error control using ARQ protocol. However, the prior art of record fails to teach or make 
obvious the step of or means for "a deleter that deletes prescribed low order bit of 
the sequence number to form an omitted sequence number (OSN)", when such 
deletion is considered within the specific structure or combination of steps recited in the 
device of claim 1 or the method of claim 14.
